Municipal ownership started in Cha- 
uute 40 years ago, when the city, after 
much haggling and indecision, built 
u water plant at a cost of $44,000. 
Today the water plant lias grown 
until it Is worth $500,000 and pays a 
sweet profit. 

Chanute’s municipal gas anil electric 
plants have had a similar history, and 
the city government Is able to meet 
■depression with a grin and a smile. 
“There are even a few visionaries,” 
Ben James remarks, "who wonder 
whether the time won’t come when 
the city will be utile to pay an annual 
dividend to all Us inhabitants.” 

Naturally uue wonders whether tlio 
people of Chanute don’t pay a pretty 
high price for water, gas, and elec¬ 
tricity. But Mr. James gives tlie* fig¬ 
ures, und shows that Chanute Is served 
cheaper than any of the neighboring 
Kansas communities. The figures are 
uvaihihle to anybody who writes to 
Mr. James, la eare of the Country 
Home, al 230 Park avenue. New York. 

"Tli. city of Chanute," .lee.irdlug to 
Mr. James, ‘’buys produces, and de¬ 
livers gas, wilier, and electricity lo Us 
consumers at cheaper rates than does 
any city or marketing company in 
lhe slate.”

The 
spread of tills insect has been nt an 
average rate of six miles per sent on.

Quarantines were never expccteti to 
prevent the sprond of the weevil t Int 
can be expected from flight nnd of icr 
natural means. They are Intended ko: 

1 Prevent promiscuous hauling! of 
hays nnd straws and thus cut off :he 
most Important avenue for carry Ing 
the Insect Into uninfested areas. 

2 To meet the quarantines of 22 
states, thus assuring them that we ire 
reasonably careful to see that our a ;rl- 
ettRural products are not carriers of 
the weevil.

Talks oil Community Betterment 

Creating the “want to" for com¬ 
munity improvement, or what can he 
done to make the community u better

Kriliif'iig Wheat Crop 

A total of 3529 fanners in M3 Ken¬ 
tucky counties applied for benefit pay¬ 
ments in e.iiupeusation for reducing 
their wheat production in 1034 aud 
1033, according to a summary of the 
sign up conducted under the super¬ 
vision of the* extension division of the 
college of agriculture, university of 
Kentuekv. 

These 3520 farmers in the three 
years 1030, 1031, and 1032 grew an 
average of 1,003,800 laishels a year. 
Union county, with 120,813 bushels 
produced by farmers signing applica¬ 
tions. led all counties in the sign up. 
Other counties in which a production 
of more than 50,000 bushels was signed 
are Christian, 125,400 bushels; Logan, 
05.040 bushels; Daviess, 87,802 bush¬ 
els; Mercer, 81,140 bushels; Mason, 
00,751 bushels; Hoyle, 50.000 bushels; 
and Shelby, 54,327 bushels. 

The three year production in each 
county will be adjusted to the average 
of the five year production of 1020-’32. 
Benefit payments will be made on 51 
percent of this adjusted production. 

The payment on this year’s crop will 
he 28 oynts a bushel, less cost of the 
administration of the local wheat asso¬ 
ciations. Payments also will be made 
on portions of the 1034 and 1035 crops.

Used by Ohio Growers 

Irrigation of orchards Is tlie nelw 
tiling In (ililo agriculture. Prompted 
by losses Incurred in the drought pf 
three years ago, Ohio fruit growers In 
increasing numbers resort to canvas 
hose nnd pipe line irrigation to brli^g 
their crops through dry periods. 

C. E. Dutton, manager of the Ohio 
Orchard company at Milford Center, 
in keeping records of costs and profil s 
of the irrigated sections and noniir! 
gated sections of his orchard in 1982. 
found the total cost of irrigating 
Rome Beauty trees amounted to Sllj'i' 
nn acre. Yield of fruit was Increased 
25 per cent. Irrigated apples cist 
less 10 

Increased value of the apples on i ne 
Irrigated section, owing both to In¬ 
creased yields and Improved quail ty. 
was $00.80 an acre. 

Water is being distributed in I he 
Irrigated orchards through “oo: :e" 
type of canvas hose. The water oos es 
through the side walls of the hi se 
lines distributed among the trees, s'" 
nozzle sprinklers are used. 

In dry seasons Irrigation is contin¬ 
ued through until the fruit ripe is. 
From two to three acre-inches of 
water nre applied each time.

Drying Is n simple nnd economical 
method of preserving vegetables nnd 
fruits for winter use. Dried products 
keep welt, refresh nnd cook easily and 
are usually of good texture nnd flavor. 
They are easily stored sinee they nre 
about one-fifth of the fresh products 
In size nnd weight. There ts no qttos- 
tlon of non-ncld vegetables being 
"safe" when they nre dried. 

Provided vegetables nnd fruits nre 
quickly and thoroughly dried nnd 
stored nwuy from Insects, there Is no 
doubt ns to their keeping qualities. 

Equipment for drying may vnry from 
the simplest screen set In the sun, up¬ 
on boxes or clmlrs, to cupboard-like 
arrangements with several trays, us¬ 
ing artificial bent, Chief considera¬ 
tions nre protection from dust and 
flies, high temperatures nnd free cir¬ 
culation of dry nlr. 

A sloping roof with n beat-reflecting 
surface makes for a higher tempera¬ 
ture than n horizontal surface. 

Fairly mature vegetables nnd fruits 
with a high sugar content nre easier 
to dry than the quick-growing, Imma¬ 
ture kind. Green vegetables such ns 
green beans nnd spinach deteriorate 
somewhat during storage after drying, 
although greens especially retnln 
their fresh color when dried quickly. 
Many consider dried greens superior 
to canned greens. Vegetables to be 
dried should he fresh nnd In prime 
condition for the table.

A 11 age old problem, lo Do sure, Inti 
drinking at dances Is a practice which 
must lie slopped for tlie good of tlio 
university. At tin' meeting of tlie new 
student council with the dean of men 
Wednesday afternoon, the council 
voiced their unanimous consent In be¬ 
ing willing to cooperate In every pos¬ 
sible manner to cheek the drinking 
liy students at social affairs. 

Merely n rule ngnlnst the practice 
is Inadequate unless tlie rule hits been 
formulated for tho best Interest of tlio 
group und is supported by public 
opinion. Undoubtedly n rule against 
drinking has proved It h usefulness, so 
generally has It been adopted on col 
lege campuses. 

Rules nre necessary in order Hint 
people may dwell together more pence 
ably. Were a man to dwell by himself 
the question of whether he drinks or 
not could Do ills alone. When ninny are 
gathered In one place, one's liberty 
ceases where another's right begins. 

Surely It Is the Inherent right of 
every student to attend soelnl func¬ 
tions without having to tolerate the 
unpleasantness which results when 
unwise ones have Imbibed too fre¬ 
quently. Just ns surely It Is poor 
sportsmanship for the drinker to im¬ 
pose on the good nnltire of his asso¬ 
ciates. 

Since the ruling ngnlnst the use of 
alcoholic beverages is necessary, It will 
he rigidly upheld by both administra¬ 
tive bodies nnd by student opinion.— 
The Kentucky Kernel.

Fermenting Tomato Seed} 

Allowing tomato pulp to ferment 
Hie process of saving seed helps c 
trol tlie sprend of bacterial ranker 
plant disease that is very destructive 
to tomatoes In many parts of the cotlh 
try. At one time all tomato seeds 
were obtained by allowing them to ff*r 
merit In the pulp. Recently high-speed 
seed-extrnetliig machines have cope 
Into common use for separating thjfse 
seeds. Studies by tlie United Stufes 
Department of Agriculture in co-oi»?r 
atlon with the Utuh agricultural exjie 
rlment station have shown that sled 
fermentation lurgely kills the canker 
organism present on them, whereas 
seed extracted by Hie machines traits 
mlt the disease more generally. !

Age of Freshening 

In the examination of Advanced 
Registry records, I’rof. C. W. Turfer 
of tlie Missouri College of Agrloul 
tare lias drawn tlie following cone" a 
sinus concerning tlie effect of nge-jnt 
first freshening upon the later prodlie 
tlori of heifers: "The most efllclam 
milk and Tat production (utilization/"’ 
nutrients) will he obtained by hrefsl 
Ing animals to calve at from 20 to .21 
months of age, maximum production 
at about 30 months of age, and with¬ 
in 5 to 10 per cent of the muximt|m 
production at from 23 to 28 months, 
depending upon the breed.” 


Copper Carbonate for Smut 

Copper carbonate Is the most effpe- 
live chemical for the control of cov¬ 
ered smut of barley, according to tlie 
results of experiments conducted at 
the University of Idaho agrlcutufal 
experimental station farm at Sand- 
point. Copper carbonate tins been 
used for the prevention of bunt or 
stinking smut In wheat for many 
years, lint It bus not been previously 
recommended for Hie control of tlie 
smuts of oilier cereals. 


Beakeeping 

Swarming should he modernized ns 
much as any other branch of beekeep¬ 
ing. Tlie old method of climbing Into 
tlie top of a tree with a basket at tlie 
risk of being severely stung or being 
Injured by falling from tlie tree, should 
he a tiling of tlie past. Tlie risks taken 
in such eases far outweigh the value 
of tlie swarm. 

Swarming can lie largely controlled 
by modern methods of better manage¬ 
ment. The percentage of colonies Hint 
attempt to swarm Is greatly reduced 
by clipping the wings of queens prior 
to Hie swarming season. Those who 
cannot lie present when swarms Issue. 
In which case clipped queens may lie 
lost, may tint a queen-und-drone trap 
over the entrance for a few days when 
a colony Is found preparing to swarm. 
The best policy, however, is to treat 
such colonies so that no swarms will 
Issue. Tills is done either by making 
nn artificial swarm or by removing 
tlie queen.—Montreal Herald. 

Fertilizer for Grapes 

A light application of stuble manure 
should be made before the plowing of 
bunch grapes, advises a farm expert. 
If this is not available nitrate of soda 
may be used und scattered around tlie 
vine at tlie rate of one-hulf pound per 
vine. Do not put tills material close 
to tlie vine but scatter In a circle 
uliout one foot away. On light soils, 
add phosphate and putush used ut the 
rate of two pounds of phosphate and 
one-half pound of potash will prove 
beneficial.

Frankfort, Ky.—A warning has been 
issued by G. R. Senff, insurance com- j 
in is si oner, in which people of the state 1 
are advised against doing business 
with insurance companies that are not | 
authorized to do business in the state, j 

It Is suggested that in placing in j 
sura nee one should first find out 
whether the company is licensed to d<> ! 
business in Kentucky. Cnless it lias 
been admitted to state and legally 
authorized by the insurance depart¬ 
ment to solicit business, there Is little 
aid that the Insurance department can 
give policy holders in collecting losses, 
Mr. Scuff pointed out. 

“Should a claim he rejected by any 
unauthorized company a Kentucky 
policy holder cannot resort to court 
action to collect, because these com¬ 
panies have no process agent in the 
state on whom notice of litigation 
could lie served,” the commissioner 
declared. 

The warning was prompted by the 
fact that an Increasing number of com¬ 
plaints from policy holders who are 
unable to collect claims, revealed the 
fact that miMiy Kentuckians are find¬ 
ing it unprofitable to deal with unau¬ 
thorized companies. 

The state insurance department can 
lie of assistance to any policy holder 
iu presenting a just claim if It Is 
against a company that is properly 
licensed to operate within the state, 
otherwise there is little help that can 
be given.

His Long ’Chute Fall 

The old notion that a person who 
falls from n great height dies before 
striking the ground was long ago ex¬ 
ploded. But there remains room for 
curiosity about how It feels to fall for 
miles. New testimony came recently 
from one John Tranum, professional 
'chute Jumper in England, who fefl 
farther thnn any man had ever fallen 
nnd lived to tell the tale. 

Tranum stepped out of a Royal nlr 
force plane about four miles nbove 
Salisbury plain. One — two — three 
miles he plummeted toward the earth's 
vague green saucer. With one hand he 
manipulated n stop watch. Still fall¬ 
ing, at 1-11 miles per hour he took time 
to dry his goggles. As his body 
dropped into denser atmosphere. Its 
speed was slowed to nhout 120 miles 
per hour. 

Not until he was clown to 3..T00 feet 
did Tranum yank open Ids 'chute. The 
violent check to his fall bruised him. 
He had dropped 17,300 feet, a half- 
mile farther than Iho previous record- 
holder, E. S. ("Spud") Manning of the 
United States. He said he was “not 
confused” nt any time during the fait.
